Chief of Police Hubbard today issued an 
Order holding nearly the entire city police 
of 1500 men in reserve at the various 
Stations, ready to be concentrated at any 
given point on short notice, 

When asked what he proposed to do, 
Chief Hubbard said: ‘hey will not meet 


at 54 West Lake street, orin the Havimarket 


Square, nor for that matter will they meet 
anywhere in Chicago, eitherin hail or in 
the open air, If they attempt it there will 
be a fight. We will positively not aliow 
any more Aparchist meetings. More than 
that, Lum making afull list of all saloons 
and halis where the Anarchists congregate, 
and will recommend tothe Ma yor that their 
licenses be revoked. ‘There will be no tem- 


porizing and no hesitancy from this time 
out, Any Anarchist ineeting will be 


broken up or prevented. don’t think they 
want to fight very badly, but if they do they 
cau have all they want,’ 

SALOON-KEEPERS WARNED. 

In the afternoon Chief Hubbara sum- 
moned the proprietors of Greiif’s Hall, at 
54 West Lake street, and thoxe of the halls 
at 600 Blue Island avenue op 6°65 Milwau- 
kee avenue. The Chief toi tem emptit- 
ically that they must allow no further meet- 
ingsof Anarchists in their hails. The pro- 
— commenced to argue that the m-et- 

ngs were peaceable, but were interrupted 
by the Chief with an intimation that he 
would not argue that question. Whether 
the meetings were peaceable or not made 
no difference; they were held for the dis- 
semination of. lawless ideas, and must be 
abolished. No satisfactory settlement was 
arrived at, and the Cnief ended the-consul- 
tation by saying: ‘I have told you that 
you must not allow such meetingsin youf 
halls in the future. There is no room for 
argument, If you allow any more meetings 
you do so at your own peril. Good day.” 

FKuditor Deuss of the Arbeiter Zeitung was 
seen by areporter this evening. He was 
present at Greiff’s Hall on Friday night at 
the meeting where the police say the threat 
was made that if the Sunday after- 


noon meetings at the. same place were_ 


broken up by the police another meeting 
should be held at the scene of the Haymar- 
ket massacre, Deuss said that what might 
have been said was this: Thatif the police 
insisted upon breaking up peaceable meet- 
ings without an order of court, an open-air 
meeting should be held, out of which a test 
case might be made. Deuss, though ciaim- 
ing to have been present at the meeting, 
would not when pressed say that this was 
said, but thatit might have been said. The 
Arbeiter Bund, it is well established, is 
composed of the most radical Anarchists 
and Socialists to be found anywhere, 
though its meeting is usuaily an open affair, 
this is simply for the purpose of making 
converts to its doctrines.

lowing Committee on Resolutions: Maj. E. 
W. Jones, Judge E. P, Wade, H. Newmark, 
Judge John i.

Col. J. J. Ayers was the next speaker, 
and said that ever since he had lived in this 
southern country he had recogn@ed the 
necessity independent Statehood 
for this end of the State, as the 
interests of Northern and Southern 
California were as differen; as those 
of any of the Northera aud Southern 
States; in fact, it Was greater than those of 
Maine and Alabama. Col. Ayers then set 
forth at some length the interest of South- 
ern California in irrigation, and showed 
that measures of this kind had always been 
op by the northern counties of the 
State, because they did not need it, while 
the Suprem* Court had decided that 


there was such a thing as riparian rights, 


but he doubted if there was a lawyer in the 
State who could tel] just exactiy what it 
meant. If the State should be separated, 
Southern California would soon have irri- 
gation laws such as were needed. In fact 
the division of the State was a necessity, 


and every day it is becoming more 
and more apparent, and even 
those who have come within the 


past four or five years have become as 
much inoculated with this teeling of di- 
vision as the old settlers. He thought the 
matter should be agitated until the Legisla- 
ture of 1890, when he thought that Southern 
Calitornia would have a suflicieut number 
of yotes to secure the desired end. 

Atthis point Capt. Thom interrupted to 
say that Col. Ayers’s plan was impractica- 
ble,as it was a conceded fact that the 
northern part of the State was opposed toa 
division. 

Col, Ayers admitted this, but thought it 
could be accomplished. Co!. Ayers hoped 
that this would not be the last division 
would be held, but that they 
would continued until the people were 
educated up to the subject of State division. 

Col. Ayers had referred to ‘ Buena Vista 
country” in his remarks, and was inter- 
rupted by a question as to where this 
county was from Capt. Thom.

BENEVOLENT SOCIETY. 


THE PRESIDENT MAKES AN LIN- 
TERESTING REPORT. 


~ 


Present Time — What Has Been 
Accomplished During the Past 
Year—UHow the Work Is Done. 


Mrs. Ducommun, president of the Ladies’ 
Benevolent Society, has just completed her 
annifel report, which will be of more than 
passing interest. The lady has devoted 
herself to this kind of work for years in 
Los Angeles, and is the best posted person 
-in—the—eity, § into the workings of | 
her-society quite extensively, and brings to 
light some singular facts. The report 
reads: 

“During the year help has been given in 


leaving the small balance on hand of 3159.59 ; 
besides quantities of clothing which have 
been received and distributed. 

“For several years this society has~ hoped 
to provide a home for the friendiess, which 
should shelter the aged and be so broad in 
its character as to open its doors to all cases 
of real worth ing for its protection. 
Last spring an application was made to the 
city for a donation of certain lots upon 
which to erect a suitable building. En- 
couragement was given, and we were prom- 
ised that as soon as we were ready to build 
the land would be furnished. Some pub- 
licity was given to our plans at that time, 
and an explanation may be necessary, since 
no further steps have been taken in the 
inatler, 

“In considering the organization of a 
new charity, however worthy, it is wise 
to view it from all standpoints, Vital ques- 
tions to be considered are: : 

“Is there absolute need for this orzaniza- 
tion? Is it more necessary than those al- 
ready before the public? Can our citizens 
properly support all, or are we saddling 
them with so many institutions that each 
must struggle for a poor living? 

“Without considering these questions in 
order a few of our conclusions may. be of 
interest. Though several new benevolent 
societies have been formed, the number of 
applications for heip has increased alarm- 
ingly. The increase of societies has re- 
Sulied im a withdrawal of some of our mem- 
bers, so we are today with less income and 
greater demand that in former years. 

“The removal of the poor farm to new 
and commodious quarters in the country 
aifords a comfortable refuge that may weil 
fill the place contemplated by ourselves 
Here whoiesome food and medical attend- 
auce will be provided by the county to sueh 
persons as would have reasonable claims 
upon our beme. When they are able +o 
work, there will be plenty to be done upon the 
farm. ‘he necessaries for which we should 
have had to tax our generous citizens in 
order to provide would be paid for with the 
sum set aside by the county for that pur- 
pose, A committee can be appointed from 
our own society to provide delicacies in the 
way of food and clothing to such persons 
aS may seem to require them. 

Supervisors have dealt most gen- 
erously and courteously with us in our 
many demands upon them in the past, and 
we are confident would afford us every 
facility for supplementing their work in the 
manner suggested. 

“Again, we: wished to make our work 
broad, but not too broad. The climate of 
Southern California has become hoted 
throughout the United States, until all pau- 

erdom, at least, has become convinced that 
itis an ideal winter home. Town authori- 
ties in many places have shipped paupers to 
us, aS the cheapest way of getting rid of 
them. Arriving without. funds, the first 
anxiety of such tourist is to seek tne Ladies’ 
Benevolent Society and solicit help. For 
months the president’s house has been be- 
sieged by acontinuous procession of per- 
sons havipg no claim whatever upon our 
State or county. 

“A home in Los Angeles ona purely 
benevolent bacis wofld be considered a 
proper sanitarium for all of this class and 
would attracta'‘:ost of such people who 
would become dependent upun somebody. 

“Do we not do well toabandon ail thought 
of establishing a new home? 

““Much help in charitable work was hoped 
from the organization of the Associated 
Charities, but the result has been simply 
nothing, as there is no general union. he 
German Benevolent, Orphans’ Home and 
Ladies’ Benevolent societies are the only 
members thus far. 

“Tne Associated Charities is not an alms- 
givin institution, Instead, it is a register 
where each society belonging to it enters 
all eases benefited by it. As application is 
made to any society reference to this regis- 
ter will show if the applicantis already a 
beneficiary of another society. If there 
were a cenerai union of the county, church 
aid societies, re!icf corps, benevolent socie- 
ties, ete., andatull and complete registry 
kept of its work, much imposition could be 
guarded against. As it now stands, it 
sometimes happens that aid is given ina 
single case by the county, a church and 
some benevolent society. With the size of 
our city there is a positive demand for 
system in charity work, and the different 
organizations can do no better than to join 
the Associated Charities. 

“Indiscriminate aims-giving cannot be 
too deepiy deplored. The object of true 
charity should be to discourage the spirit of 
pauperism and to help only so far that the 
recipient may help himself. 

“In answering door-calis for help you will 
trequently find upen ivquiry that the per- 
sen has already been to our society* and 
been refused, or helped fora time and aid 
withdrawn. By application to us person- 
ally, or by telephone, you can generally find 
a good reason for such action. Many per- 
sons consider the giving of a smal] sum, 10, 
25 or 50 cents, too trivial for inquiry, and so 
give that which really does injury instead 
of good, by encouraging the lazy and worth-

“Two dollars a year makes any person a 
member of the L.B.S. For that sum we as- 
sume the responsibility of giving prompt | 
investigation to all eases sent to us, and in 
worthy instances to provide proper assist- 
ance. Should the individual belong to a 
special order or nation, the proper officer 
will be notited by us. In case of sickness, 
medicine and attendance is always given. 
‘Railroad tickets are rurnished there are | 
friends able and willing to assume the case 
in another place. : 

“Street begging is indulged in consider- 
ably by professionals. Among our best- 
known street characters are several old men 
who can he seen any day squatting upon 
their haunches, hatin hand, extended for 
stray nickels. A blind man playing an 
organ or the corner of the street reaps such 
aharvest that it becomes necessary for.a 
strapping wife to come frequently and take 
the money for safe keep'ne. 

“A sight which moves the heart ot every-. 
body—though with varied emotions, is a 
woman organ-gi.nder, who holds a tiny 
baby of unwholesome appearance on one

The woman did not make any con- 
fession, and there is no clew to the man in 
the case.

THAT CARGO. 


What the Refinery People Say of 
Collector Hacer's Action, 

San Francisco, Dec. 8.—Sample of the 
cargo of sugar which arrived hereon the 
Steamer Westmeath, from Java, for the 
American Sugar Refinery, and which was 
Seized by the customs authorities, yester- 
bot was placed in the hands of a chemist 

ay tor analysis. A small quantity was 
also sent to the Secretary of the Treasury, 
at Washington, for analysis there. 

An order was issued today aliowing the 
importers to unload the cargo of sugar, but 
it will remain in the custody of the gustom- 
house officers until the question of ‘rate of 
duty to be charged on it is settled. 

Andrew Weich, president of the Ameri- 
can Sugar Refinery, said today in regard to 
the cargo of sugar received here from Java, 
now held by the customs authorities: “We 
have received no official communication on 
the subject why or wherefore our sugars are 
held by the Collector. Ail we know is that 
the Appraiser thinks this lot of’ Java sugar 
has been mixed with some foreign matter to 
lessen the grade. Upon the arrivalof the 
Westmeath we paid the duty on the cargo 
according to the description contained in 
our invoices from Java, and exectited bond, 
which amounted to #490,000. This action 
of the Collector will result mm our 
having to: discharge our entire staff of 
workmen on Monday morning. I am 
told that six weeks will elapse before any 
definite decision will be reached on the mat- 
ter, and by that time our men will have 
lost $30,000 in wages. It would not matter 
much if we had raw suger to work on, but 
no — is coming in from the Hawaiian 
Isiands, and we shall have to shut up our 
refinery. if this sugar has been artificially 
colored to bring it to the grade of B stand- 
ard, our conipany knows nothing about it. 
I have three chemists working, on an 
analysis of the sugar, and am satisfied that 


_ nothing of artificial or fraudulent matter 


will be found in the sugar. If the chemists 

are satisfied that the sugar is frandulentiy 

adulterated, we will stand by the decision.”?

They Caucus and Find the Newly- 
elected Mayor’s Backbone. 

The Democratic members of the incoming 
Council held a caucus last evening at the 
Mayor-elect Bryson in his new 
building. Mr. Bryson himselt was preseni, 
as were all the Demoeratic councilmen, 
newly-elecied and holding over, except Mr. 
Bosbyshell. 

The session lasted from 8 to 10 p.m., and 
was held with closed doors, all outsiders 
being shut out. The members, moreover, 
took a pledge to give away nothing of what 


‘transpired to the newspapers. 


The most that they would say was that 
there had beer agreatdeal of di scussion, 
but that nothing definite was settled. No 
nominations whatever were made, nor has 
any agreement or plan of action been de- 
cided upon. As to what was discussed or 


who was proposed, the councilmen declined 
to be interviewed. 

They think’ it improbable that another 
caucus will be heid before the Council 
meets tomorrow, and it is expected that the 
battle will be fought out there with the aid 
of the four Kepublican members, 

Af this is doue, there will be several new 
candidates in the ficld, in all probability, 
who have been holding off to see whether 
the candidates that they considered were 
the choice of a majority of the caucus 
would be indorsed. ‘Theelatest name men- 
tioned in cennection with the office of 
Chief of Police is Johnnie Griffin, who, it is 

said. 1s the choice of the Mayor-elect. 

Griffin, it is said, has declared that he does 
not want the place for the salary that is in 
it, but thinks that he would about fill the 
bill, and could make areputation. The other 
candidates are all working like beavers, and 
several of them claim to have a majority of 
the votes, but it is believed that Benedict is 
still the strongest man, and stands a good 
chance of being retained, There was also 
some talk last night that Clerk ‘teed might 
be allowed to remain until the new charter 

goes into effect, as it would take a new man

stag adjourns on December.15th, will 
reassemble about the middleof January. 
The critical situation in East Africa, where 
the Arabs’ are effectually wiping out Ger- 
man colonists and clearing the territory of 
every vestige of the Gegman regime, will 
force more ample explarfations of Germa- 
ny’s policy than the Chancellor intended, 
it is reported tonight that the Chancellor 
may yet relieve Count Herbert of the re- 
sponsibility of making explanations, and 
~~ himself to the Reichstag on Thursday 
disclose his scheme for a restoration of 
influence, 
BISMARCK’S EAST AFRICA PLANS. 
Until recently the Chancellor has not had 
any enthusiasm about. the East Africa en- 
terprise, and would rather have avoided 
national action tending toward something 
like the Tonquin expedition. He now feels 
the stimulus of excitement that is spreading 
throughout Germany, and, according to offi- 
Cia: information, is determined to protect 
commercial interests throughout the ceded 
territories. ‘There isa strong and growing 
party in the Reichstag which advocates the 
purchase of the East Africa Company’s 
rights by the Government and the subse- 
quent formation of a military post to guard 
tne colonies and traders. @ white book, 
tabled in the Reichstag today, blames the 
company’s oe as productiv e of 


disaster. The comdiusion reached after 
scanning the white})\book is that the Ger- 
mans could not be in 4 worse plight. There 
is every indication that supremacy or the 
absolute abandonment of the territory are 
the only alternatives. Some indications of 
the Chancellor’s project avpear in a dis- 
pateh to Count von Hatzfelit, Garman am- 
bassador to London, under date of October 
22d, in which the Chancellor says that the 
vast extent of the country, combined with 
climatic conditions, stands in the way of at- 
tempts to carry civilization far into the in- 
terior. ‘The dispatch is interpreted as fore- 
shadowing an oe in the interior 
with indefinite limite 
THE EMPEROR TU » CROSS, 

The health of the Emperor has so im- 
proved that he is preparing to go on 
Wednesday on.a hunting expedition in 
Hanover. The journey depends on the 
weather, his doctors advising him to avoid 
exposure to severe cold. Officials within 
the Emperor’s circle are made to feel the 
influence of his» pain and confinement in 
his intense irritability and constant de- 
mands for unnecessary work. 

Appeals to the Emperor to release Prof. 
Geffeken are received with disfavor. The 
Eimperor declares that he cannot interfere 
with.the prosecution. On the other hand, 
he has abandoned the action instituted by 
him as residuary legatee of his father 
againstthe Kieler Zeitung for publishing 
Frederick’s diary of 1266. 

THE LATIN LEAGUE, 
which aims to detach Italy from the triple 
allianee, is now openly advocated by Span- 
ish publications, both monarchist and Re- 
publican, Seflor Castelar goes to Rome to 
invite the moderate’ Republicans to join the 
coalition to oust Premier Crispi, accept the 
existing monarchy, and avoid hostility to 
the church until the peor of France, 
Spain and Italy and _ Belgium 
ceeds in overthrowing the Austro-Ger- 
manicjalliance. Though somewhat visionary 
etforts toform such league are carefully, 
watched here. Castelar’s mission is certain 
to hamper the free play of ig eed 
and, though it cannot possibly lead toa 
rupture of the existing alliance, might in- 
fluence another ministry against a renewal 
of the treaty on the expiration of the pres- 
entengagement. Seéefor Armijo,the Span- 
ish Minister of Foreign Affairs, privately 
approves of Sefior Castelar’s object, if he 
did not incite him to go to Rome. 
A QUARREL OF DIPLOMATS. 

The strained relations of the German 
Foreign Office with Seflor Armijo causes a 
delay in the accep‘ance of Sefior Roscan as 
the new Spanish ambassador. Count Beno- 
mar will continue to be reeognized as rep- 
resentative of Spain until his letters of re- 
call are presented in due form. Fearing 
increased difficulty with Berlin, Seiior Ar- 
mijo has announced his intention to try 
Count Benomar before the State Council 
tribunal. Prince Bismarck has sent a letter 
to Count Benomar expressing astonishment 
that he should be recalied. The letter is 
meant asa slapinthe face for Sehor Ar- 
mijo. The incident does not end here. 
Count Benomar has refused to consign to 
his successor certain archives of the Em- 
bassy. ‘The developments will have vital 
diplematic interests.
